1 . Applicant's election of Group II, claims 43-55 in the paper filed May 14, 2004 Is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1 -42 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse In the paper filed May 14, 2004. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 7, 
at the last line of paragraph 0071 , the term "156" should be changed to "56". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

5. Claims 43-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) because the applicant did not 
invent the claimed subject matter. In particular, the instantly claimed method is 
disclosed in Anderson et al, U.S. Patent Application Publication 2002/0151076. See 
Figures 30A to 30D, 31 , and 32, and paragraphs 0184 to 0190 of Andersen et al. 
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Anderson et al has a different inventive entity than the instant Inventive entity and thus, 
is proof that applicant did not invent the claimed subject matter.
